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Alexandria Selectmen’s Report 
for year ending December 31, 2006 


2006 was a year of upward movement for Alexandria. After many years and countless hours, our new municipal 
building came to fruition. We moved in on December 4 and, except for some minor glitches, everyone settled 
in. Many thanks to the various folks who served on the building committees during the past years for a job 
well done. 


In November, we accepted the resignation of Selectman Robert Bacon. To replace him, the board appointed 
Dennis Manchester, who was one of several applicants for the position. 


Through the able leadership of your newly-elected road agent Jeff Cantara, the Bailey Road project was finally 
on board and completed at more than $200,000 less than originally projected. Your newly-elected Town 
Clerk/Tax Collector, Barbara Emery, also worked diligently to resolve old issues and bring the office back on 
track. Many thanks to all the citizens who used our new paper recycling bin at the transfer station. This has 
enabled us to reduce the tonnage in the ordinary trash bin, therefore reducing the expense of hauling, as well 
as generating some income from the paper bin. Perambulation of the Alexandria-Danbury town line was 
completed by selectmen from the two towns, with the able assistance of local surveyor Colin Brown. Thank 
you, Colin. After the resignation of former police chief Musheno, a search committee led by former selectman 
John Bomster was appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The five committee members received over a dozen 
resumes and narrowed the list down to five. The selectmen appointed Chief Frank Hinkle from Coral Springs, 
Florida, who began his stewardship in October. Welcome aboard, Chief. 


2006 has been a year of countless board and committee meetings and educational seminars attended by your 
selectmen and many volunteers. The planning board was especially active in drafting new regulations and 
planning for a proposed zoning ordinance. The conservation commission was reorganized and, although 
looking for new members, is meeting monthly to explore the direction of your town toward protecting its 
natural resources. 


We wish to thank all the faithful citizens who attended our weekly board and other committee meetings. 
Your input is invaluable. We also thank you for your vote of confidence and will attempt to continue to retain 
your trust.

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Alexandria Town Meeting 
March 16, 2006 


The reconvened meeting was held at the Newfound Memorial Middle School on March 16, 2006. The 
meeting was called to order at 7:07 p.m. by Moderator Dennis Ford. The Pledge of Allegiance was led by 
Moderator Ford. 


This year’s Town report was dedicated to Ralph Peters; his widow Dorothy Peters was presented a framed copy 
of the cover and inside story about Ralph, by Selectman Barry Walker. Retiring Police Chief Jeff Musheno 
was recognized for his years of service. Ernest Parmenter was introduced as Interim Chief, until another can 
be found. Retiring Fire Chief Francis Butler was recognized for 22 years of service; Michael Corliss is now 
the new Fire Chief. 


Moderator Ford stated the rules of the meeting. Motion to open meeting was made by Eric Lucas and seconded 
by Barry Walker. Approved by voice vote. 


Moved and seconded to open on Article 2. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed $886,500 for the 
construction of a new town office building as negotiated with Bonnette, Page & Stone. This project is to be 
funded in the following manner: $225,000 from the Unreserved Fund Balance, $495,000 plus any interest 
accrued through the date of withdrawal from the Town Building Capital Reserve Fund, and the remaining 
amount not to exceed $166,500 to be funded through the issuance of a long term note. Two-thirds ballot 
vote required. 

Presentation made by Selectman Barry Walker. Discussion followed. Motion made, seconded and passed, 
to allow non-residents Brackley Shaw (architect) and Keith McBey (Contractor) to speak. 

Moderator Ford opened voting by ballot at 8:15 pm leaving poles open for 1 hour. 

Article 2 was passed by a vote of 122 yes to 51 no. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed $886,500 for the 
construction of a new town office building as negotiated with Bonnett, Page & Stone. The project is to be 
funded ion the following manner: $225,000 from the Unreserved Fund Balance, $495,000 plus any interest 
accrued through the date of withdrawal from the Town Building Capital Reserve Fund, and the remaining 
amount not to exceed $166,500 to be raised through taxation in 2006. This will be a non-lapsing appropriation 
per RSA 32:7, VI and will not lapse until the building is completed or by December 31, 2007,whichever is 
sooner. This article will be passed over if Article 2 is approved. 

Moved, seconded and passed to pass on Article 3 since Article 2 was passed. 

Motion made by Judy Kraemer to move on to Article 4 seconded and passed. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $20,000 to be placed in the 
following capital reserve funds. 

Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund .............. $10,000 

Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund......... $10,000 


Short discussion followed. 

Article passes; challenges were made from the floor as there was not enough information. 
Brief discussion follows and Article was voted on again. 

Article passes. 

Motion made and seconded to move on to Article 5, passes. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Bridge Capital Reserve Fund and to raise the appropriate 
the amount of $100.00 to open the account. 
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Discussion follows. Motion made and seconded and passed to allow non-resident Christie Phelps to speak. 
More discussion follows. 

Article 5 passes. 

Motion made, seconded and passed to move on to Article 6. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to change the purpose of the Town Shed Maintenance Fund created in 
1989 and revised in 2002, to the Town Shed Maintenance & Construction Fund to allow for future construction 
at the facility and to appoint the selectmen as expending agents provided a public hearing is held prior to 
the expenditure of funds. 2/3 majority vote required. 

Discussion follows. Motion to move on article 6 made by Don Akerman, seconded and passed. 

Vote taken 108-Yeah, 30-Nay. Article 6 passes. 

Motion made, seconded and passed to move onto Article 7. 


Article 7. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:37 for the exemption of the blind which provides for 
$15,000 to be deducted from the assessed value of residential real estate property for property tax purposes 
each year. No discussion. 

Article 7 passes. 

Motion made, seconded and passed to move on to Article 8. 


Article 8. Shall we adopt as exemption for the disabled as provided in NHRSA 72:37b. The exemption based 
on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers (those eligible under Title II or Title XVI of the Federal Social Security 
Act and other requirements as listed below) shall be $15,000. To qualify, the person must have been a New 
Hampshire resident for at least five years and own and occupy the real estate individually or jointly, or if the 
real estate is owned by a spouse, they must have been married for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer 
must have a net income of not more than $18,000, or, if married , a joint income of not more than $25,000, 
and own assets not in excess of $50,000, excluding the value of the person’s residence. No discussion. 

Article 8 passed. 

Motion made and seconded to move to Article 9. 
Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed $106,245 for the purpose 
of purchasing a new loader from Southworth Milton. The project will be funded in the following manner: 
$20,000 trade-in allowance; $36,245 to be appropriated from the Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund 
and $50,000 to be raised through the issuance of a long term note (term and interest rate to be negotiated 
by financial institution and selectman) 2/3 ballot vote required. 

Article 9 passed Yes 111, No 32. 

Motion made and seconded to move to Article 10. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed $4,700 for the purchase 
of a copy machine from Imagistics for use in the selectman’s office. Purchase to be funded in the following 
manner: $1,250 applied lease payments through March 1, 2006 and $3,450 to be raised through taxation 
in 2006. 

Discussion followed. 

Article 10 passed 

Motion made and seconded to move to Article 11. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate an amount not to exceed $10,000 for the replacement 
of one furnace at the highway garage on Mundy Road to be funded in the following manner: $4,000 from 
Town Shed Maintenance Fund Capital Reserve and $6,000 to be raised by taxation in 2006. Motion made 
and seconded to amend article as follows: to reduce amount form $10,000 to $6,000, $4,000 from Capital 
Reserve and $2,000 from taxation. Discussion follows. Amendment does not pass. 

Article 11 passed as originally stated.

Motion made and seconded to move to Article 12. 


Article 12. To see if the town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,159,080 which represents the 
Budget Committee’s recommendation for the general municipal budget for 2006. This article does not include 
special or individual articles to be addressed separately. (Selectmen recommend $1,194,066). 

Discussion followed. Motion made and seconded to amend Article 12 as follows: To increase the budget by 
$2,410 to specifically be used to fund Tapply-Thompson Community Center’s requested amount. This will 
increase the proposed Article 12 to $1,161,490. Discussion followed. Amendment passes. 

Article 12 is passed for $1,161,490. 


Motion made and seconded to move to Article 13. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,600 for the Town of Alexandria 
Volunteer Fire Department for the purpose of firefighting and prevention services and to continue the lease of 
the 1999 International Tanker to the AVFD, all pursuant to an agreement between the Town and AVFD. 
Article 13 passed. 
Motion made and seconded to move to Article 14. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $250,000 for the purpose of 
engineering prep (drainage, ditching, and subgrade) required in order to achieve the paving of Bailey Road. 
He estimated cost for this project is $480,000. It is planned to complete as much of the project as possible 
in 2006 and ask the Town to raise and appropriate the remaining sum required in 2007. (This is a non- 
lapsing appropriation per RSA 32:7,VI and will not lapse until the road project is completed or December 
31,2007 ,whichever is sooner.) 

Presentation made by new Road Agent Jeff Cantara. Discussion followed. 

Article 14 passed. 


Motion made and seconded to move to Article 15. 


Article 15. Are you in favor of the Town of Alexandria participating in the National Flood Insurance 
Program? 
Article 15 passed. 


Motion made and seconded to move to Article 16. 


Article 16. Are you in favor of adopting a Capital Improvement Plan per NHRSA 674:5 for the Town of 
Alexandria? 

Discussion followed. 

Article 16 passed. 

Motion made and seconded to move to Article 17. 


Article 17. Are you in favor of a zoning ordinance to be formulated and presented for vote at the 2007 Annual 
Town Meeting. (This is an advisory, non-binding article.) 

Discussion followed. Motion made and seconded to move to vote. 

Article 17 passed, 58 in favor, 57 opposed. 

Motion made and seconded to move to Article 18. 


Article 18. Are you in favor of changing the position of Highway Road Agent from elected to appointed, 
beginning at the end of the three-year term of Highway Road Agent elected in 2006? 

Discussion followed. 

Article 18 does not pass. 

Motion made and seconded to move to Article 19. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Private Road now known as Lakeview Heights as a 
Class V road and to assume the responsibility and expense for the maintenance of said road. (Article placed 
on Warrant by petition). 
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Discussion followed. Motion made and seconded to move to vote. 
Article 19 does not pass. 
Motion made and seconded to move to Article 20. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Private Road now known as High View Drive as a 
Class V road and assume the responsibility and the expense for the maintenance of said road. (Article placed

In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Alexandria for the year ended December 31, 2005, we considered the Town’s 
internal control structure in order to determine the scope of our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinions on the 
financial statements. Our review of these systems was not intended to provide assurance on the internal control structure and should 


not be relied on for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, reportable conditions involve matters 
coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or operation of the internal control structure that, in our 
judgment, could adversely affect the Town’s ability to record, process, summarize, and report financial data consistent with the 
assertions of management in the financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or operation 
of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities 
caused by error or fraud, in amounts that would be material in relation to the financial statements being audited, may occur and not be 
detected within a timely period by employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. Our consideration of the 
internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all matters in the internal control structure that might constitute reportable 
conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are also considered to be material weaknesses 


as defined above. 


During the course of our review of internal controls, the following findings were noted that we consider to be material weaknesses and 
violations of State law. 


GENERAL ACCOUNTING RECORDS 


A significant amount of additional time was spent by both the auditors and Town personnel to close and reconcile the records for 
year-end. The cash balance and many payroll accounts were not accurately reconciled at year end. It would appear that the 
changeover in bookkeeping software was a prime cause of these problems 


We recommend the monthly reconciliation of all balance sheet accounts to ensure these problems do not occur again. 


TAX COLLECTOR 
We noted the following deficiencies in compliance with State Statutes: 


RSA 80:60 Notice of Lien states in part that delinquent taxpayers should be properly notified at least 30 days prior to the execution of 
the tax lien. This did not occur in 2005. 


RSA 76:11-b Notice of Arrearage - The tax collector shall provide to the current owner as of April 1, if known, a summary of all 
uncollected and unredeemed taxes on the property. This summary may be included on or with the tax bill, or may be sent by separate 
mailing within 90 days of the due date of the final tax bill. This did not occur in 2005. 
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80:64 Report of Tax Lien - Each tax collector, within 30 days after executing the tax lien to the municipality, county, or state, shall 
deliver or forward to the register of deeds for the county in which the real estate is situated a statement of the following facts relating 
to each parcel of real estate subject to lien, certified by the tax collector under oath to be true; the name of the current owner, if known, 
or the person against whom the tax was assessed and a description of the property as it appeared on the tax list committed to the tax 
collector; the total amount of each tax lien, including taxes, interest, fees and costs incident to the tax lien process and making reports 
thereof to the register of deeds; the date and place of the execution of the tax lien, all of which shall be recorded and indexed by the 
register of deeds in a book or books to be kept for that purpose as provided in RSA 80:74. This did not occur in 2005 


80:70 Notice of Redemption - When full redemption is made, the tax collector shall within 30 days after redemption notify the 
register of deeds of the act, giving the name of the person redeeming, the date when redemption was made, the date of the execution of 
the tax lien and a brief description of the real estate in question, together with the name of the person or persons against whom the tax 
was levied This did not occur in all instances in 2005. 


Many of these problems were due to turnover in the tax collector position during the year. We recommend that the current tax 
collector, if not already, become familiar with all laws and regulations relating to the tax lien and deeding process to ensure these 


violations do not occur again. 


In addition to the above, we still note that there are unredeemed property taxes going back as far as 1988. New Hampshire law 
provides for deeding of unredeemed liened property after two years. Because proper procedures have not always been followed 
throughout the whole lien process, many of these properties cannot be deeded. 


This communication is intended solely for the information and use of management, the board of selectmen, others within the 
organization, and state agencies, and is not intended to be and should not be used by anyone other than these specified parties.

2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $155,000 for the purchase of two one-ton 
pickups (make and model to be determined) to be used by the highway department. These vehicles will 
be equipped with plows, sanders, radios and other pertinent equipment.

$25,000 to be withdrawn from the Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Account; $130,000 through 
the issuance of a long-term note (rate of interest and length of loan to be negotiated by selectmen). 2/3

3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to enter into a three year lease agreement for

2006 has come to an end with a great many positive things that have happened in this office. 


The most important was getting back on line with the State DMV in September! This was a lengthy process, 
but has been well worth it. Registrations, titles and all other State functions have been made quick and 
easy—no more return trips to Bristol!, and the municipal agent fees belong to Alexandria again. They amount 
to an average of $1,100.00 per month. After February of 2007, we will no longer be getting the registration 
“pre-prints” from the State. Please remember that you must have all your old registrations for all vehicles 
that your are registering. This is in accordance with RSA 261:148. 


Wellington Passes will again be available for residents and landowners in Alexandria after April 1. The fee 
is $3.00 for anyone ages 12—64. Children ages 6—11 will need a pass but at no charge. Children 5 and under 
are free, as are New Hampshire residents over 65. These can be done by mail if we are sent a list of all names, 
ages and Alexandria address of persons needing a pass. Please include a check for the amount due and a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope. 


The renewal date for all dogs to be licensed is April 30. We are getting new and improved dog licensing 
software sometime in February or March. We hope that it will add a little speed to the process and be much 
more user friendly. Please remember that ALL dogs 3 months and older must be licensed, regardless of the 
time of year. Unaltered male or female is $9.00, Neutered/spayed $6.50. Five or more dogs for one owner are 
considered for a group license of $20.00. Owners over 65 get a first dog fee reduction to $2.00. Late fees start 
in May, with possible fines up to $25.00 per dog if they not licensed by June 1 according to RSA 466:13. 
Please remember to bring in all pertinent information when licensing your dog. 


Another great thing that happened in 2006 was the new office building back behind the old Town Hall. 
There is now room in the Clerk/Tax Collector's office to store and archive all the records that have been stored 
in various closets, safes, vaults and other interesting places. Everything will finally be in one place and will 
be getting organized as all records should be. 


Tax bills went out for due dates of July 3 and December 22 (lousy Christmas “gift,” I know!). $3,693.291.25 
was collected in current and prior taxes for 2006. Less than $100,000 is past due on first issue of 2006 property 
taxes, and less than $270,000 is past due for second issue. That is less than 10% that remain unpaid for 2006 
Property Taxes! 2007 should be a good year for the town.

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Alexandria Highway Department 
for year ending December 31, 2006 


When I first came on board as road agent, I was not sure where to start; there was so much to be done. Mother 
Nature decided she would help me out. Thankfully, I had a good crew. A road agent is nothing more than 
an elected official without a crew. I can’t thank them enough for what they did this year. A special thanks to 
Ron MacLean and David Blais—they stuck it out from day one and never let me down. 


We started off the season cutting trees and brush on Plumer Hill and moved on to Bailey Road in preparation 
for the road project. We hope to do more this way, but time is limited and the workload is large. 


Mother’s Day brought the flooding. We had extensive damage on seven of our roads. We had some sort of 
damage on almost all of our roads. In addition, we still had the Bailey Road project to complete. How were we 
going to get all this done? We stepped up to the plate. We hired some local contractors to help out on some 
projects. I would like to thank Ken Braley and Bill Hall for all their help. I would also like to thank George 
Whittaker and Ed Skroback for some of their knowledge and guidance with the FEMA process. Through FEMA 
and a lot of paperwork, we received roughly $90,000 in flood relief. With the help of the hired contractors 
and GMI Asphalt as hired trucks, we quickly fixed the severely damaged roads. Thousands of yards of gravel 
and numerous culvert replacements later, we split into two crews of just two people each. One crew went to 
Bailey Road, and one stayed to complete the remaining repairs. We never let up, and in June we were hit again 
with big rains. We lost two roads extensively and suffered numerous minor damages. We had to rethink the 
drainage on Bailey Road. We put the crew back as one and Bailey was on hold. This time the damage was in 
a different part of town. It was closer to our materials, which made repairs quicker. We went about all of our 
repairs in a different manner, almost to the point of overkill. We hope not to return to these spots. 


With rain damage taken care of, we again split into two crews: one back to Bailey Road and one to finish 
repairs and grade roads. In late August, we regrouped and concentrated efforts on Bailey Roads. Due to time 
constraints, we hired Kuplin Land Services to help out with some of the smaller culvert replacements. We did 
all the cross pipes. One of these was a 60” pipe; two were 48”. We used concrete headwalls for added stability. 
GMI Asphalt then came in and added gravels and 2” of single coarse asphalt. We hydro seeded the slopes and 
widened the rails on the bridge. I think the road is great. The drainage works well, and we came in under the 
$250,000 budget— a far cry from the anticipated $495,000. 


The rest of the year remained very busy. We experience numerous breakdowns with the trucks. The trucks are 
tired, and they remind us of this constantly. We spent a lot of time and money trying to keep them running. 


We are using a product called ledge-pak on our roads. It costs a little more, but the results are worth it. When 
we get good compaction it lasts longer, which means less grading and a cost savings. It also means less wear 
and tear on the machines. We have set up an aggressive schedule to catch up on the maintenance of our roads. 
In order to do this, we need to increase the funding of the department to cover the cost of equipment, sufficient 
labor and materials. We will do this to whatever level you, the voters, decide. I can only make recommendations. 
I urge people to come to town meeting and give us support. We will continue to do the best we can with what 
we are given. Our service is dependent upon the level of funds and tools we receive. We have many new ideas 
to help stretch our dollars and strive to do so. We are also open to suggestions and appreciate input. Together 
we all can make a difference.

I’m sitting here composing this article on January 15, which is the day that Martin Luther King’s birthday 
is observed. And, just like Reverend King, I, too, have a dream. 


I dream that one day I will no longer have to yell at someone up at the mixed paper container, “No pizza 
boxes.” The contamination in this container is considerably less than when we first started, but we're still 
getting lots of plastic, foam and, of course, pizza boxes. 


Since starting the program last July, we have seen the amount collected go from 4.24 tons to 9.39 tons. The 
price per ton that they pay us has gone from $30 per ton to $45 per ton. As I’ve said before, the big savings 
is in keeping this weight out of the compactor. This savings is $71.69 per ton. Through November 22, the 
total savings on six loads of paper is $3,037.44. Think this will bring the tax rate down? If you’re not already 
participating in the program, won't you join us? 


Here are a couple of other statistics you might be interested in. We have hauled 69 containers of demolition 
material this past year, compared to 62 loads in 2005. The total tonnage was 305.43; the cost to dispose of 
it—$26,868.65. 


The municipal solid waste, or garbage, as we used to call it, was 53 loads for a tonnage of 608.43 tons. 
This was down from the prior year when 53 loads weighed 669 tons. This drop was due to the mixed paper 
program. The cost was $43,971.66. Garbage disposal ain’t cheap! 


In May of 2006, Governor Lynch signed into law a bill which bans video display devices from being incinerated 
or put into a landfill. This ban goes into effect on July 1, 2007. I am presently talking with four companies 
regarding disposal of these devices. Included in this category are computer monitors, plastic televisions, 
wooden televisions, fax machines, printers, copiers, scanners, stereos, radios, VCRs and DVDs. There will be 
a charge for disposing of these items, as we will have to pay to get rid of them. More on that later. 


I was going to talk about the weather, but I’m taking up too much space. I did hear that a local resident, 
whose business is “Four Seasons Septic,” is thinking of changing it to “Three Seasons.”

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Alexandria Planning Board 
for year ending December 31, 2006 


2006 brought several challenges to the planning board. Among them were the move to the new municipal 
building, completion of the Master Plan Update, the formation of the Capital Improvement Plan, and the 
development of the first land use and zoning ordinance. 


For the first time, the Alexandria Planning Board not only has a phone, but also has an office. The move from 
the old town hall was relatively simple, since the planning board has never had an office. The challenges 
were to assemble furniture and other supplies to stock the office. Finally, a laptop computer and printer were 
acquired. 


The office hours are from 9:30 a.m. to 11:30 a.m. on the first and third Tuesdays of each month. The office 
will also be open one hour prior to regularly scheduled meetings. You can reach the planning board by calling 
744-8986 and leaving a message. 


The updated master plan was begun in 2004; work continued through the community survey, and culminated 
in the approval of the Land Use Section and Vision Statement. The Alexandria Master Plan Update was 
the result of 69% of the citizens participating in the community survey as well as the tireless efforts of the 
Alexandria Master Plan Committee. The update was completed with the approval of the vision statement. 
Copies of the document are always available in the planning board office. 


Work began on the Capital Improvement Plan (CIP). A CIP is a working schedule of equipment costs for 
replacement and repair. The document will be changed as costs change. The challenge in the coming year is 
to complete the CIP and use it as a reference document. 


Finally the first proposed Alexandria Land Use and Zoning Ordinance was formulated at the request of those 
present at the 2006 Town Meeting. The document includes state required sections with the content taken 
from the Master Plan Update. The proposed ordinance was the result of many hours of work and rework, 
additions, corrections and revisions, with the input of the Local Government Center, Lakes Region Planning 
Commission and Town Counsel. A ballot vote on the ordinance will take place on March 13, 2007 when you 
vote for your town officials. 


I would like to thank the board and the town citizens who volunteered their time during the past year to 
meet each and every challenge.

As Fire Chief, I would like to start by thanking the dedicated professional team of Firefighters and EMS 
personnel on the Fire Department. It is not everyday you come across people who will leave the comfort of 
their homes and workplace to offer their expertise just for the sake of helping others. Much of their time spent 
away from home and work is for trainings, meetings, fire and EMS calls. The Alexandria taxpayers should 
be proud of the members and the service they receive with the small amount of tax dollars given to help run 
the department. We are very thankful for the volunteers that we have on the department, but are always 
looking for new people to help. Each year volunteers are harder to find. This year the department welcomed 
Jeff Cantara and Kevin Farrell. 


The Fire Department has had a lot of new changes this year. One change is that the department has a new 
Fire Chief, Michael Corliss. The department would like to thank Francis Butler for the many years he served 
as Fire Chief, and we appreciate his continued service on the department. Another change this year is the 
purchase of a new rescue boat that was put into service over the summer. 


In the continued effort to keep up with the demands of the department and State requirements, the members 
are devoting their time to weekly training. 


Since I joined the Fire Department in 1989, the department has tripled the number of calls. In 2006, we had 
a total of 192 calls; 72 of the calls were EMS calls. This is partially due to the increase in the growth of the 
town.

This year the health department was reorganized in that the Alexandria Board of Selectmen took a more active 
part in its day-to-day operation. George Whittaker was very involved in the region’s planning for a pandemic 
plan should a disaster befall our area. The Alexandria Town Hall has been designated as a meeting place for our 
citizens in case of a disaster.

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Emergency Management Report 
for year ending December 31, 2006 


This was an eventful year with the unstable weather patterns; drought and then rain. In April we had a ban 
on fires. The woods became very dry and with wind conditions, the threat of forest fires loomed high. The 
Town of Bristol had a large forest fire that involved all the surrounding towns. 


In May we had a reserve in the weather; we got rain. Many of our roads were washed out. Governor John 
Lynch declared a state of emergency for the central and southern part of the state. Grafton County was not 
included in the declaration. 


Your Emergency Management Director contacted the Office of Emergency Management and the Governor's 
Office in Concord to find out why Grafton County was not included. We were told that there was not 
sufficient damage to Grafton County to be included in the declaration. We contacted Region 1 and our state 
representatives and senators and told them of our situation; that we had over $100,000 in damage to our 
road system. 


FEMA came out and inspected our roads in town and went to other towns in the area to assess damages. 
After their inspection, they decided to declare the lower portion of Grafton County. The town was awarded 
$141,247.16 in damages to our roads. FEMA’s share of this cost is 75%; the town’s share is work in kind. 
To date we have received $96,260.96 in road aid and administration costs. We still have to complete several 
projects to receive the rest of the funding. 


Our Hazard Mitigation Committee has been meeting on a regular basis to go over areas in town that need to 
be addressed. FEMA representatives met with the group to go over some of our serious washout problems. 
We are working to receive mitigation funds to alleviate these problems. 


Just a reminder: keep ample supplies on hand for an emergency and make sure your fire and carbon monoxide 
detectors are working properly.

We are grateful to all of the volunteers, sponsors, coaches and donors from Alexandria that helped to make 2006 
a success. We offered some exciting new programs and fundraisers. Here are just a few of the highlights: 


Newfound Biggest Loser I & II. A new program offered by Dan MacLean, Assistant Director. 
The BLI had five teams participate in this fitness challenge that includes weekly weigh-ins, 
healthy eating habits, increasing physical activity, and team competitions. The winning team 
receives a $300 shopping spree at the Tanger Outlet Mall. The BLII session has 24 teams currently 
competing for the distinction of being the ‘Biggest Losers’!

CoachSmartNH. The TTCC was chosen as a pilot site for this new program developed by 
UNH & the New Hampshire Recreation & Parks Association. We have now trained over 50 
coaches with a three hour workshop covering coaching philosophy, communication, planning 
and teaching of sports skills. 


Travel Raffle Club. This new fundraiser was created by Carolynn Monahan and has proven 
to be a popular and successful one. In 2006 we sold 150 tickets for trips to Vegas & Bermuda. 
This will continue with new trips every two months. 


Honorable Mention. Indoor Soccer, Cardio Kickboxing, Junior Olympic Basketball Program, 
Trip to the USS Battleship Massachusetts 


Some of the building projects completed this year included the purchase of a used commercial oven for the 
kitchen, new septic lines in the driveway, repainting of the nursery floor, and refinishing of the gym and 
upstairs floors.

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Wellington State Park Report 
for the 2006 Season 
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This year was a good year and came close to 2005 year for revenues and attendance. The total number of 
people entering the park for the 2006 season was approximately 59,000, and this does not include those 
using the boat launch. 


The privilege to use the park facilities continues to be successful. Without your Alexandria admittance cards, 
the daily fees are: Children 6-11 pay $1; children under 5 are admitted free; children 12 and older and adults 
pay $3. Make sure that for 2007 you get a pass for yourself and your children who fall into this category. See 
your Town Clerk for your numbered admission card. The latest count was 1,553 adult and 377 children. The 
town admittance fee for the 2007 season is expected to be $2,500. 


The park provides an opportunity for summer employment, especially for high school and college youths. 
Seven Alexandria youths were employed at the park this summer. 


The park also provided opportunities for community involvement in activities such as Boy Scout Eagle 
Projects, school learning activities, and spring cleanup for the beach. 


Some of the park improvements include replacing the water line on the East End to “Duck’s Nest,” expanding 
the Triathlon area, and the biggest one, the upgrading of the Snack Bar so we can offer a greater variety of 
food such as prepared sandwiches, hot dogs, pizzas, coffee and muffins. 


This year’s big events include the Granite State Triathlon, hosting of the NH National Guard, weddings 
and receptions, company parties, plus family reunions, etc. Next year, we expect similar events. See you at 
the park!

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. is a private nonprofit organization that provides programs and 
services to support the health and wellbeing of our older citizens. The Council’s programs enable elderly 
individuals to remain independent in their own homes and communities for as long as possible. 


GCSCC operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, Canaan, Lebanon, Bristol, Orford, Haverhill 
and Lincoln, the information and assistance program Grafton County ServiceLink, and the Retire and Senior 
Volunteer Program and Volunteer Center (RSVP). Through the centers, ServiceLink and RSV, older adults 
and their families take part in a range of community-based long-term services including home delivered 
meals, congregate dining programs, transportation, adult day care, chore/home repair services, recreation and 
education programs and volunteer opportunities. 


During 2006, 54 older residents of Alexandria were served by one or more of the Council’s programs offered 
through the Plymouth Regional Senior Center or Bristol Area Senior Services: 


¢ Older adults from Alexandria enjoyed 252 balanced meals in the company of friends in the senior 
dining rooms. 


¢ They received 342 hot, nourishing means delivered to their homes by caring volunteers. 
“+ They were transported to health care providers and other community resources on 357 occasions. 


“They were assisted on 17 occasions by our social workers and on 28 occasions through ServiceLink 
who helped them access needed services and benefits, including Medicare D. 


¢ Alexandria’s elderly citizens also volunteered to put their talents and skills to work for a better 
community through 1,359 hours of volunteer service. 


The cost to provide Council services for Alexandria residents in 2006 was $8,643.00. 


Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to remain in their own homes and out of 
institutional care in spite of chronic health problems and increasing physical frailty, saving tax dollars that 
would otherwise be expended for nursing home care. They also contribute to a higher quality of life for our 
older friends and neighbors. As our population grows older, supportive services such as those offered by the 
Council become even more critical. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council very much appreciates Alexandria’s support for our programs that 
enhance the independence and dignity of older citizens and enable them to meet the challenges of aging in 
the security and comfort of their own homes and communities.

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Voices Against Violence 
Fiscal Year 2006 


From July 1, 2005 to June 20, 2006, Voices Against Violence has had 3,227 contacts with 384 adult and 
child victims/survivors who have been affected by domestic or sexual violence, or stalking. In Alexandria 
alone, we had 40 contacts, with 10 male and female victims of domestic violence or sexual assault, as well as 
provided countless hours of education and support about these issues to other individuals and organizations 


in your town. 


Direct services included crisis counseling through our 24-hour hotline; support groups for domestics and 
sexual violence victims; hospital, police and court accompaniment; restraining order assistance; referrals to 
agencies for housing and food assistance; assisting with educational and employment opportunities; and 
much more. 


Our staff also presented to students and faculty in the Newfound School District topics such as bullying 
prevention, healthy relationships and boundaries, how to help a friend in an abusive situation and teen dating 
violence. We are also working with law enforcement, clergy and medical providers in your area to create a 
unified community response to domestic and sexual violence, and will be placing a great deal of effort in 
our prevention activities that will hopefully alleviate long-term burdens on the town that result from family 
violence.

Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & 
Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help 
us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is 
required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for 
all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact 
the local fire department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open 
burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more 
information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was very high during the first several weeks of the 2006 fire season, with red-flag conditions 
issued by the National Weather Service and extreme fire danger in many sections of the state. The largest 
forest fire during this period occurred in late April and burned 98 acres. The extremely dry conditions in 
spring resulted in over twice the amount of acreage burned than in all of 2005. Our statewide system of fire 
lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this season due to their 
quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban interface damaged 6 structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland 
fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional 
information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

The Lakes Region has changed tremendously in the past 25 years. Homes and businesses have expanded along 
major roadways, and many of our communities have experienced dramatic changes. This growth has resulted 
in a number of regional challenges. The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is the area organization 
established to address the effects of growth at both the local and regional level. With a service area covering 
over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack Counties, the LRPC provides a wide 
range of planning services to member municipalities. The Commission offers direct and support services 
ranging from technical assistance, geographic information systems, and transportation planning, to land use 
and environmental planning, and economic development. Local, state, and federal resources primarily fund 
the LRPC. We are contacted several times daily for answers to local and statewide issues. We also maintain 
a regular dialogue with state agencies as a resource for the entire Lakes Region. Our goal remains to provide 
support and leadership to the governments, businesses, and citizens of the Lakes Region. 


Listed below are some of the services performed on behalf of Alexandria and the region in the past fiscal 
year: 


* Discussed subdivision recording requirements and the subdivision revocation process with local 
officials. 


¢ Provided information regarding reclamation checklists and pertinent information to local officials. 


¢* Made copies of library documents to assist the zoning board in drafting a zoning ordinance for the 
town. 


* Provided information regarding applications to the planning board and possible recourse for denied 
applications. 


* Attended a meeting of the zoning committee, reviewed questions provided by the committee and prepared 
handout materials. 


“+ Prepared a report on Housing and School Enrollments in the Lakes Region. Funding was provided in part 
by grants obtained by LRPC. 


¢ Initiated a Virtual Agriculture Tour of the region: a pilot project designed to illustrate how the Internet 
and GIS can be used to identify and bolster agricultural activity. 


“ Completed and distributed the 2006 Development Activity in the Lakes Region report on the Lakes Region 
development trends. Prepared and distributed a development survey for 2006-2007. 


¢+ Planned and coordinated the 20th annual household hazardous waste collection in the Lakes Region. Two 
consecutive Saturdays were designated as collection days for 24 participating communities. An estimated 
20,000 total gallons of waste were collected, containerized, and transported to EPA approved end-of-life 
locations around the country. 


¢ Convened several meetings of the LRPC Transportation Technical Advisory Committee (TAC) to enhance 
local involvement in transportation planning and project development. The TAC advises the LRPC on 
transportation projects of regional significance. 


“ Co-hosted and organized three public Municipal Law Lectures in Meredith where practicing attorneys 
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provide a legal perspective on local planning, zoning and other municipal issues. Recent lectures included: 
Off-Site Extractions and Impact Fees; Balancing Municipal Interests and Private Property Rights; Ethics 
for Land Use Board Members; and Land Use Regulations: Constitutional Challenges and the Evolving 
Law of Variances. Also convened a regional meeting on the use of conservation subdivisions as an effective 
land use conservation tool. 


Secured funding from the NH Emergency Management Bureau to assist local communities with the 
preparation of all hazard management plans. 


Prepared a model steep slopes ordinance and a draft agricultural land preservation ordinance. Both are to 
be included in an innovative zoning guidebook to be released by the NH Department of Environmental 
Services in 2007. 


Awarded $50,000 from the U.S. Economic Development Administration to prepare a Comprehensive 
Economic Development Plan (CEDS). LRPC will bring various stakeholders together to develop a regional 
vision and plan for regional economic progress. A completed CEDS will also provide communities with 
improved access to EDA funding for infrastructure and economic development projects, a benefit not 
currently available. 


Adopted the Lakes Region Bicycle and Pedestrian Plan; a planning effort that will help provide a blueprint 
for the location of regional and local bike and pedestrian routes. 


Conducted over 150 traffic counts around the region, in cooperation with the New Hampshire Department 
of Transportation (DOT). LRPC is also preparing and updating local road inventories, on a town-by-town 
basis, that will be used by the DOT. 


Participated on the Lakes Region Household Hazardous Product Facility board of directors to explore the 
ways and means that the facility may encourage communities to participate as members. 


Convened seven Commission meetings, including four area meetings, which featured a diverse range of 
topics ranging from a presentation focusing on how scenic views affect local property assessments, an update 
of LRPC’s Regional Goals and Objectives which was accomplished with discussions and recommendations 
over the four area meetings and adoption in September of this year, an amendment to the Standing Rules and 
Procedures for the LRPC Transportation Advisory Committee, and an update on the recent achievements 
of the Northern Rail Trail in Merrimack County. 


Continue to represent the region on several boards and committees related to the economic and environmental 
well-being of the region, e.g., the Belknap County Economic Development Council, the Grafton County 
Economic Development Council, the Pemigewasset River Local Advisory Committee, the North Country 
Resource and Conservation Development Council, etc. 


Reviewed project proposals through the NH Intergovernmental Review Agreement that provides the 
region and local communities an opportunity to respond to applications seeking state and federal aid. 
LRPC reviewed many proposals having a combined investment total greater than $15 million in the Lakes 
Region. 


Produced a calendar of critical deadlines for March Town Meeting, and distributed it via our web site and 
regular mail. 


Ordered and distributed many copies of the NH Planning and Land Use Regulation books to member 
planning boards at considerable savings. Copies are provided to individual planning board members.

In 2006, Tri-County Community Action Program, Inc. provided services to Alexandria Residents totaling

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Alexandria Conservation Commission 
for year ending December 31, 2006 


Purpose 

The mission of the Alexandria Conservation Commission is to promote public awareness and protection 
of our natural resources. We are an appointed volunteer board that serves the town in an advisory capacity 
regarding matters concerning natural resources in our town. We have no regulatory authority, but we are 
the town board charged with the duty to advise the state Department of Environmental Services on wetland 
regulatory matters within Alexandria. Our other major responsibility is to accept gifts of land for conservation 
purposes and conservation easements on behalf of the town. Conservation Commissions also get involved 
with conducting natural resource inventories, educational activities, resource monitoring and other activities 
depending on the interest of the members and the needs of the town. 


A recent study by the NH Fish and Game Department found that Alexandria is tied for first place among 
New Hampshire towns for the number of wild species found within its borders. Even the animals know that 
this is a great place to live! This means that our town has a wide variety of natural wildlife habitats and has 
done a good job taking care of our natural resources. The Alexandria Conservation Commission intends to 
help maintain that record of stewardship of our natural heritage. 

Activities 

The newly-appointed Alexandria Conservation Commission began holding organizational meetings in 
January, 2006 and we currently meet on the fourth Wednesday of the month. Our first priority was to educate 
ourselves about the roles and responsibilities of a conservation commission, and to that end our members have 
taken advantage of workshops offered for little or no cost by various state and non-profit agencies. Members 
attended a workshop for new Conservation Commission members offered by the UNH Cooperative Extension 
at the Grafton County Office in December, 2005, the annual meeting of the Lakes Region Planning Council 
in Wolfeboro in June, 2006, the annual meeting/training workshop of the NH Association of Conservation 
Commissions (NHACC) in November, 2006, presentations by the Newfound Lake Region Association 
regarding the Watershed Management Plan, the Society for the Protection of NH Forests (SPNHF) regarding 
the Cardigan-to-Quabbin Initiative, and the NH Fish & Game Department about the Wildlife Action Plan. 
The NHACC meeting in particular was very helpful. Alexandria is now a member of that organization. 


The Alexandria Conservation Commission welcomes the public at all meetings and we are interested in 
hearing what our neighbors think about conservation matters. We currently have vacancies on the commission 
and are looking for interested residents who would like to participate. We are all volunteers and have no 
clerical staff, but if you need to contact the Conservation Commission, please leave us a detailed message in 
the Selectmen’s Office. 


Good to Know 


The Newfound Lake Region Association will be devising and implementing a Watershed Management 
Plan for the Newfound Watershed over the next few years and is seeking the participation of all Newfound 
towns. Since Alexandria waters are a major part of this watershed, we encourage Alexandria residents to 
become involved in this effort. There will be lots of volunteer opportunities. 


President Bush signed a new tax law in August, 2006 that increases the income tax deduction allowed for 
donations of conservation easements through 2007. If you have ever considered donating an easement to 
preserve your land for future generations, this is the year to do it. Information is available from the Forest 


Society (SPNHEF) at 224-9945. 


State regulations require a Wetlands Permit if you are planning to excavate, fill, or build within a wetland 
area. These permits are filed with the town clerk and forwarded to the NH Department of Environmental 
Services (DES). If you have any questions about whether your project requires a permit, call DES at 271- 
2147 or visit their internet site at www.des.state.nh.us/wetlands.
